- VERDICT. - 


JURY'S FINDINGS AND 
. COMMENTS. 


Sitting at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yestorday, the Special Jury 
which heard the evidence given by 
n& number of witnesses in the In- 
quest on the body’ of Chan Chu, 
one of the victims of the Kowloaon- 
Canton Railway ‘accident on April 
20 last, returned their vordict. 
nttached to which were several 
recommentatlons to the Railway 
management, : 


Tho finding was one of acef- 
dental‘ death resulting from the 
derailment of train No. 19. The 
verdict and recommendations 
were as follow: ° 


The Verdict. 


We return a verdict of acel- 
dental death due to injuries re- 
celved in the derailment of train 
No. 19, whicli left Shumehun for 
Kowloon at 4.39 p.m.'on Monday, 
April 20, 1931, and that the csuse 
of dentiy was asphyxin caused dy 
some heavy weight pressing on 
the front of the body praventing 
the lungs from expanding. 


We find that the derailment, 
which took place about 6.10 p.m. 
on April 20, waa due to the col- 
lapse of the Railway embankment 
between Bridge 220 and Tunnel 
No. 3.’ The damage to the per- 
manent way owas undoubtedly 
caused by a tremendous head of 
water coming down the stream 
and overflowing the diverting 
wall jnto the ald course of | the 
waterfall, which is situated just 
nbove that part of the line where 
the accident took place, thus 
undermining the railway track 
at that point . 


We find that this sudden and 
extraordinary rush of water was 
the result, of the very abnormal, 
in fact, unprecedented rainfall jin 
the valleys above, many inches of 
rain fallingg within a very short 
period of time, the downfall prac- 
tically amounting to a cloudburst, 
resulting in oa sharp rise in the 
stream, clearly indicated = by an 
examination of ita banks. This 
rise Incthe water level was con- 
siderably assisted by the previous 
day’s heavy rains, 


Inspection. 


We find ‘that the co-operation 
between the Railway, Police, Fire 
Brigade and Medical OMeials, was 
entirely sutisfactory, and repre- 
sentatives of these departments 
were promptly on the scene of 
the accident, 

We find that the Railway Com- 
pany's system for patrolling and 
inspecting the line is a good one, 
and that these duties are carried 
ot in a thorough and efficient 
manner. 


Where so many did such heroic 
and useful rescue and _ first-aid 
work undet most difficult and at 
times dangerous conditions — ft 
would be superfluous to single out 
individunls, but we are of the 
vpinion that it would be, only 
right that the splendid | services 
rendered by Dr. Smalley and all 
those associated with him should 
be placed on record. Dr, Farr 
who was on the spot early  de- 
serves every credit for summing 
sup the situation, “and iaeting 
promptly. Mr. Arculli also sive 
most snvaluable assistance in re- 
moving the injured in his motor 
car. 


Tlie morale of the Rallway Offi- 
vials on the unfortunate train 
evidently reached a high standard 
and special mention must be mude 
of the guard, who acted very cool- 
Iy and promptly in his endeavour 
to send a message for.assistance, 
in addition ta which he. carrie 
out his duties by placing detona- 
tora at intervals on both sides of 
the derailed train, 

The first aid work. of the Rail- 
way Co's employees appears to 
have been excellent, and reflects 
great credit on their mentors the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade 
Overseas.

There a European constable tried 
to trip him up, but he managed to 
srot away, He was eventually ar- 
vested crouching under a pile of 
Uricks. Ile had thrown away the 
chopper previous to his arrest, On 
him) was found a paper sheath, 
which fitted the chopper. 


The defendant denied — both 
charges, He said that the chopper 
belonged to the complainant, and 
he had snatched it from him, 


After evidence had been heard, 
Mr. Hamilton convicted him and 
fined him $260 orthree months’ im- 
prisonment on exch charge, the sen-

Addressing the jury ut the con- 
clusion, Mr. Hamilton, the Coro- 
ner, said that he agreed almost en- 
tirely with their verdict, which 
together with the depositions he 
would forward to the Government, 
With regard to the St. John Am- 
bulance Brigade’s training of the 
railway staff, he understood that 
thelr remarks on it referred in 
actual fact to Dr. Dovey.

PTE. BRAIN FINED FOR 
DELIBERATE ASSAULT. , 


Private P.J, Brain, of the South 
Wales = Borderers, © who | with 
Private H. J. James,.of the same 
Regiment, was charged with. com- 
mitting an assault and inflicting 
gticvous bodily harm‘on a Chin- 
ese detective, Chan Kiu, during a 
fracns in Pedder Street, on the 
night of May 6, was convicted and 
fined $100, or six weeks’ hard 
labour in default, at the conclu- 
sion of the cnse before Mr. 
Williams at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon.” - 

The evidence agninat Private 
James was found insufficient and 
he was discharged. a 

For the Police, Mr. T.: Murphy, 
A.S.P, apoke of the part played by 
the Chinese woman, Chan Ying, in 
the case.‘ The allegation that 
Chan Kiu came up and without 
any provocation pushed Brain 
violently, tte asked his Worship to 
discredit entirely. In his long ex- 
perience, extending over a period 
of 20 years, Mr. Murphy said he 
had never known of t case. where 
a Chinese uniformed officer or a 
Chinese detective had interfered 
unnecessarily with any foreigner, 
in uniform or otherwise. 

As to whal happened, continued 
Mr. Murphy, or who started the 
incident, they could .only make 
deductions, as the injured oman 
now in Hospital unfortunately 
could not appear before the Court 
to give his atory. It would ap- 
Hear from the evidence, however, 
that the assault by Brain on Chan 
Kiu was entirely unprovoked and 
was an unwarranted assault, and 
that being the ease he would ask 
his Worship to take a serious view 
of the case. a 

For the accused, Mr. D. B. 
Fvans referred to an extraordin- 
ary divergence in the evidence on 
n matter which he said could have 
lasted for only a few minutes. 
His Worship was asked to believe, 
from the evidence of the police, 
that two absolutely sober British 
soldiers committed an entirely 
unwarranted and brutal assault. 
For the reuson that it waa against 
himself, Brain‘’s version was. to be 
believed when he said that he was 
having o disagreement with the 
woman, Chan Ying, and was push- 
ing her from one side of him, to 
another when Chan Kiu interfered 
and pushed him against the gate. 
Mr. Evans found that - sufficient 
provocation for any mun to have 
struck back, which, was exactly 
what Brain did. ; 

Mr. Evans dealt with the other 
facts, submitting that the evidence 
of the other detective and of Chan 
Ying was contradictory and that 
to believe the one was to discredit 
the other. cs 

His Worship in giving his decl- 
sion, observed that the inability of 
the injured man to give evidence 
made it diMcult to arrive at the 
exact nature of the incident, and 

‘Hthere was‘ considerable divergence 
in the statementa of the other wit- 
nesses, ny Mr, Evans had pointed 
out. He was gsutisfied on the 
whole with the account given ‘by 
the woman, Chan Ying, as offer- 
ingy a more correct explanation of 
what happened. 

After reviewing the — evidence 
his Worship found that Brain had 
committed :a deliberate — assault, 
the consequences of which might 
have been worse than they were 
and would have rendered him 
liable to trial for manslaughter. 
Brain would be convicted, ‘his 
Worship said, of assault and of 
also causing grievous bodily harm 
in View of the fact that the injured 
man had- now been three or’ four 
weeks in Hospital and that it was 
not known whether the injuries 
would have 2 recurrent effect. 


In pointing out that Brain was. 


Hablo to {Imprisonment on the 
charge, his Worship said he would 
take into consideration the good 
chiracter — given him by his 
superior. officer and fined him only 
$100, or six weeks’. 

The fine was paid. 

Private James was discharged, 
his Worship stating that the 
evidence nxainst him was. insuff- 
cient;

It fs, of course, early in the day 
as yet to speculate on what will 
happen at the next General Elec- 
tion, since there is no sign of an 
early Dissolution, unless the 
Liberals change thelr minds and 
pursue n policy of absolute indepen- 
dence. That seems scarcely’ likely 
to happen, at least until the pre- 
sent worldwide depression shows 
signs of lifting. We can, however, 
quite appreciate the anxiety and 
concern of prospective Liberal can- 
didates, who feel that they are 
likely to be the real sufferers from 
the present relations between their 
Party and Labour, Frankly, we 
think that eventually there must 
be n fusion between Labour and 
Liberalism, tending towards a re- 
version to the Two-Party System, 
That is the natural 
Conceivably, some — circumstance 
may arise to change the outlook, 
but at the moment there is no in- 
dication of any such development.

Soviet Drug Proposal. 


The Soviet rushes in where other 
countries Interested in the drug 
problem fear to tread, This is 
casting no reflection: upon M. Bogo- 
moloff, who proposed at Geneva on 
Wednesday that the proposed con- 
vention for the timilation of mianu- 
factured drugs should include a 
clause placing restrictions on raw 
materials, On the contrary, the 
“Soviet delegate, appears to have 
struck at the very reot of the pro- 
blem. Until steps are taken to 
reduce poppy cultivation, a way will 
be found by the drag traffickers to 
maintain their nefarious trade in 
morphia and other opium = deriva- 
tives. The limitation 
manufacture will serve te hamper 
rather than to destroy the  iicit 
operations of well-organised — dtr 
vings. While cocal leaves and in- 
dian hemp are produced unrestrict- 
ed, the dangerous narcoties derived 
from these sources will. find thoir 
way throuseh fllicit channels to drug 
addicts. Yet the Soviet proposal 
was rejected by the overwhelming 
majority of 48 votes to 2. The 
majority of the countrics represent- 
etl at Geneva are dead against in- 
terference with raw materials, we. 
are left to suppose, though it would 
be most interesting to have details 
of the debate which led to such an 
astonishing decision, We employ 
the word “astonishing” advisedly, 
because we consider it ‘remarkable 
that an assemblage of delegates 
mevting ‘with the object ostensibly 
of finding ways and means to curb 
the drug trafic, should nlmost un- 


animously resist a suggestion which. 


is most likely to serve that purposc, 
It may well be that the time is not 
ripe for such a departure. “That 
is a matter of opinion. Bue the 
issue is nol on all fours with the 
Soviet’s proposal for complete world 
disarmament, which has also’ failed 
to find support. Russia cannot 
honestly advocate such nn idealistic 
solution ‘of the armaments problem 
while, as a nation, she is building 
up military resources to the Hmit of 
available funds. . [n the matter of 
dtug control; the Soviet is on safer 
ground. Russia Has not been be- 
hind Britain and the United States

Sergeant Baker sald that on re- 
cujpt of a telephone message from 
Mrs, Matheson he went to the 
Chater Road cnr park where he 
met Mrs, Matheson and was told 
that several of the cars had re- 
fused to accept her. The defen- 
dant, who was the first in’ the 
rank, was complained of more thact 
any of the others and witness in. 
formed him that he would pe omm- 
moned, but his only reply was that 
he was not afraid. 

His Worship: -Did he give any 
renson why he refused? 


Wouldn't Pay Enough, 


Witness: -Before To could ash 
anybody. anything they all complain- 
ed in broken English that | Mrs, 
Matheson would not pay enough 
money, 

Did Mis. Matheson say anything 
in reply? - No, your Worship. 

Witness could not say whether 
Mrs. Matheson heard what the dri- 
vers said, but he thought she did, 

In reply ta his Worship. wit- 
Hess suid that there we 
no fixed rates for publie cars. 
It was the usual custom with 
rlrangersa to bargain for the fare, 
but with people whonr the drivers 
knew they were taken without any 
Tarryradninge, ‘ 

In reply to Mr, Lo, witness said 
he was satisfied that the ‘reason, 
the drivers had refused hire by 
Mrs, Matheson was because they 
did not think they. would receive 
adequate payment from her, 

Inspector C, FL Alexander said 
he sent Sergeant Baker to the 
Chater Road stand and Inter inter- 
viewed the defendant at the 
Trae Office He was asked if 
he had refused hire, and he 
replicd that he did. When asked 
why, he said that. two or three 
months age he had conveyed’ the 
same hidy in his ear for about 
two hours and was paid $1.50. 

The Law explained. 

Witness then told the driver 
that if insufficient . payment was 
made, a report. should be made 
to the Trathe Office and a sun 
mons taken out against the cts- 
tomer under Trae Regulation 
No, 128 which reads that the hirer 
of a public vehicle shall pay the 
fare before or immediately after 
the completion of*the journey. 

His Worship:—No’ fares 
luid down? 

Witnesa:—No fares are laid 
down for public motor-curs. The 
question of fares is between the 
hirer and the driver. 1 under- 
stand that jn this case Mrs. 
Matheson got into the car and the 
driver got out. ' '

AMENDMENTS TO: THE BILL 
“REFORE PARLIAMENT. 


_ London, June 4. 

Amendments to the Sunday Per- 
formunces Regulation Bill, which 
have the approval. of the organisn- 
tlons representing employers and 
workers in the theatrical industry, 
will be considered within the next 
few days by the House of Commons 
committee to ’which the Bill has 
been referred. 

Subject to certain conditions, 
the Bill permits local authorities 
to licence halls ‘for musicil 
and cinematograph — exhibitions 
of animals or of inanimate 
objects, and debates, on Sun- 
days. .It has been opposed by 
thoxe who object to Sunday enter- 
tainments: of all kinds, and by 
those who claim that thentrical and 
variety entertainments should be 
brought within the -scope of the 
Bill. . 

It is: bolicved that amendments 
now drafted, by satisfying the 
opposition of the stage, may have 
an important benring on the future 
of the ‘measure. Amendments 
which are put forward in the 
names of some prominent Consé¢r- 
vative and Labour members pro- 
vide that theatres as well as 
cineman may he opened on Sun- 
days, that) the district councils 
with populations of more than 
20,000 may decide the Sunday en- 
tertainment question in their own 
areas, that there shall be a six day 
week for workers employed on Sun- 
days and ono compulsory Sunday 
work, and that joint boards of 
equal representation of emplovers 
and employees shall regulate Sun-

“COMPLAINANT DOES . 
NOT APPEAR. - 


TWO CONSTABLES SUMMONED 
FOR ASSAULT. 


A protest against the absence of 
tho complainant and his solicitor 
was made by Mr. H. L. Donnya, be- 
fore Mr, Schofietd, at the Central 
Police Court yesterday, when de- 
fending in‘an assault summons 
taken out agninst two Chinese con- 
stables of the Aberdeen Police 
Station, who were alleged to haye 
asgaulted a Chinese named So 
Chiju-sang, of Aberdeen, on the 
night of May 26 last. 
After, it was announced that the 
complainant was absent Mr. Dennys 
said that he was acting op behalf 
of Chan Chuen, one of the .con- 
stables. The summons was lasued 
In respect of a small affair at the 
Tin Hau Temple at Aberdeen, “He 
teyretted the absence of the com- 
plainant. It wan one of those 
cases where the Police had been 
badgered, he might say, for, a most 
unwarranted complaint. 

Describing the circumstances of 
the affair, Mr. Donnya snid that a 
certain gentleman, Fu Sang, was in 
the matshed theatre at Aberdeen 
and had gone out for a while, but 
in the meantime his seat was seized, 
He cnrried his complaint to one of 
the directors, who was a kai fong 
of Aberdeen, and the director : in 
turn reported the Incident to the 
Pollce on duty. Two constables 
then went and told the man that he 
would have to vaente the sent but- 
an altercation arose and shortly 
afterwards a Burapenan — officer 
(Sergeant Cunningham) arrived on 
the scene, ‘The man was eventually 
lifted from the seat. 

Continuing, Mr. Dennys anid that 
the Police were acting under ine 
structions and there was no ques- 
tion of an assault, while the com- 
plainant was not: present either 
personally or. by his soliefter to 
substantinte othe sunmans. He 
(Mr, Denys) considered it a most 
unwarranted charge and liable to 
bring the Police under suspicion by 
the Chinese community, A charge 
like that) should not have been 
brought. 


Application for Costs. 


Under Section 69 of the Magis- 
trates’ Ordinance, Mr. Denny aiid 
that he thought his Worship had 
power to award $6 coats and he ask- 
ed his Worship to exercise that 
power. Of cotrse, they micht 
have their civil remedy, but he did 
not think that they would do that, 
The summons was a most un- 
warranted one without a shadow 
of justification and, when it came 
on, the complainant waa not pre. 
vent fn court nev war he represent. 
ed. 

His Worship sald he was told 
that the solicitor for the complain. 
ant was informed by his own staft 
that the date fixed for the summons 
was the L0th. The Court, on the 
other hnnd, had informed the stall 
of that solicitor that the date was 
the 4th, "I don't know if you care 
to yet into communication with 
them,” added his Worship. 

Mr. Dennys repticd that le had 
no desire te commumente with 
them. He thought it was a dis. 
race to have to be told to appear 
in court at 2.15 and it was then 
2.45 and nobody for the other side 
had appeared in Court. ‘Thy 
solicitor was the person respon- 


aihle and it ;was-nothing to-do-with-}- 


the staff, He had no right té talk 
of his staff. 

Mr. Dennys remarked that he 
had been told that the solicitor con- 
cerned had been on the telephone 
to the Muagistracy, and he asked 
why the solicitor had not appenred,

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THE DEATH OF EX-KING 
OF THE HEDJAZ. 


Jerusalem, June 4. 

ExKing Hussein, father of King 
Felsul and the’ Emtr Abdullah, died 
this morning in. Amman. 

JIussein co-operated brilliantly 
with the AlHea against the Turks 
in the Great War, and in 1916 he 
proclaimed at Mecen the indepen- 
dence of Arabian. He abdicated In 
1924 when faced with wu bid for 
power by Ibn Saud, the Sultan of 


Nejd, who was proclaimed King of: 


the Hedjaz In 1926. 


Hussein wns seriously ill, and 
took refuge in Cyprus, but. went 
to Amman when his condition be- 
came worse.—Renter, 


{Hussein Ibn Alf, ea-King of the 
Hedjaz, belonged to the Hashimitus, 
a Lranch of the rac: that traces its 
descent’ from Mahomet, Born in 
Constantinople in 18°65, he went in 
1864 to Mecca where he was tn 
structed in Arabian ore, and then 
as a young man joined the sulte of 
his three uncles who in turn held 
the Emirate of Mecea, In 1895 
when he took action ayainst an 
emir belonging to a diferent branch 
of the family, he was. banished to 
Constantinople, but in) 1908 was 
himself chosen a4 Emir. of Meeca. 
He opposed the policy of the Young 
Turks and gradunily became the 
protagonist of Arab independence, 

After the entry of Turkey into 
the world-war he allied himself 
with Britain and on June 6, 1916, 
declared the Hedjaz independent of 
Turkey. He sent troops to aid Bri- 
tain in the Palestine campaign and 
on June 21, 1917, assumed the title 
of King of Arabin, although Eng- 
land only recognised him as King 
of the Hedjaz. On Jan, 21, 1918, 
he pledged Gbedience to the Sul- 
tan at Constantinople as Caliph. 
Although he signed the Pence 
Treaty, he protested against Syria, 
Palestine, Transjordania and traq 
being withdrawn from his sway, 
but at the same time received 
from Britain a yearly pension of 
£400,000,. After the Turkish Na- 
tional Assembly had abolished the 
Caliphate on Mareh 3, 1924, he 
caused’ himself to be proclaimed 
Caliph, but this step was not 
universally approved among — the 
Arabs, ([t. resulted in’ Ibn Saud, 
Iimir of Nejd, the leader of the 
Wahabis, who resented Hussein's 
elnim to the title of King of Arabia, 
opposing him. Moreover Hussein 


after long hesitation centered into | 


an agreement with England which 
wounded the national pride of the 
Arabs. 


Ibn Saud — therefore marched 


‘Pupon Mecca, which fell on Oct. 14, 


1924, and besieged Jeddah. 
this, however, in view of the 
feeling = against him Hussein 
had abdicated in favour of his son 
Ali and fled to Jeddah under the 
protection of British warships. 
There he embarked in a yacht in 
which he cruised in the Red Sea to

Pawait the result of the campaign 


which Ali wns waging against the 
Wahabis. This proved — unsuc- 
cessful and Ali had to abdicate in 
his turn, leaving Tbn Saud in pos- 
session of the Hedjaz. 


Hussein was ullowed to settle in 
Cyprus, from which in 1926 he sent 
a Ietter to a London weekly paper 
denying that he had an unwise and 
fatal jenlousy of the power of Nejd 
or that he had carried “a great 
treasure” inte exile. He declared 
that on the contrary he hid to
